He states that 227 persons were convicted of crime this year 
against 364 last year. This decline of almost 50 per cent in the 
number of crimes is attributed by Charles S. Bell, assistant 
county prosecutor, to prohibition.

Six persons were convicted last year. 
Robbery cases dropped 
from 31 to four. 
Assault and battery cases totaled 21, against 
41 last year. 
Assault to kill cases dropped from seven ft year 
ago to one. 
Automobile stealing, petit larceny, embezzlement, man­ 
slaughter, carrying concealed weapons, 
second-degree murder, 
pocket picking, failure to provide and burglary cases also were 
fewTer. The last named dropped from 41 to eight.
